HOUSING. 

The  housing  conditions  in  the  district  are  very  acute. 

The  men  returning  from  the  Forces  who  have  been 
married,  are  having  to  take  up  residence  in  the  hemes  of  their 
parents.  These  homes  were  already  overcrowded. 

The  Council  are  making  every  effort  to  provide  as 
much  accommodation  as  possible.
